Scott County was represented 
by a delegation of 63 members 
at the Iowa 4-H Camping Center 
near Madrid recently, according 
to Don Olson, Scott County ex- 
tension director. 


An innovation at the camp 
this year for the Scott County 
delegation was a nature pro- 
gram. Roger Spratt, science 
teacher at the Ames high school 
and 4 college students studying 
natural sciences, conducted the 
sessions on nature. 


Also available to the Scott 
County group were such activi- 
ties as swimnting in the camp’s 
modern outdoor. pool, and other 
recreation including archery, 
hiking, crafts and other events, 
Campers who passed swimming 
tests were allowed to go 
canoeing on the Des Moines riy- 
er which runs through the camp 
area. 


The Scott County delegation 
lived in one of 6 villages that 
make up the camping center. 
Each village has a complete set 
of facilities. Included are lodges 
serving as center of activities, 
and either cabins of tents. 

This year two covered wagons 
were constructed, each having a 
capacity to sleep eight persons. 
The total capacity of the camp 
is 400 persons.

Tall and slender and so fair in face and form is this teen-ager, Van. 

She is one of four children and she has two step-brothers, the issue of 

her father's first marriage, the older one, Loc, serving in the army, 
the younger having left for some place unknown to the family. The . ‘ 
father came to South Viet Nam from the North many years ago, settling 
in Saigon. He became a bicycle repair-man and earned at least suffici- 

ent for his family's basic needs. They were a happy group until this 

father became ill. He suffered a stomach ailment ‘which gradually grew 

so bad that he had to stop work. ‘Treatment at the public hospital came 

too late for he died on July 11, 1963. His wife and children were left 
penniless. Any small savings were spent on medicine and food and the 

mother had to borrow $27.48 for burial expenses.

Later that same year, their house and everything in it was destroyed by 
fire. The mother had been carefully building up a business, selling 
vegetables. Now she had to begin at the bottom again but there was 
nothing to start with. At this time, Plan learned of their pitiful 
plight and aid was given by a generous Foster Parent who is no longer 

able to sponsor Van. It is through your generous and gracious accept- | 
ance of her as your Foster Child that all benefits continue going to 

her and the family. 
After the father's death, sister Thu (now 15) had to drop out of school | 
to help her mother. It was suggested later that this girl be taught a {3 
trade and she is now learning to be an expert weaver. She is earning 

$10.26 plus lunch, monthly and her salary will be increased depending 

on her ability. The mother gave up peddling and is a day-laborer, 

sweeping roads, with a salary of $25.64 a month. Loc, who was a sold= 

ier, died in battle. His brother is still among the missing. Van's 
brothers, Khang (9) and Minh (6), are in second ana first primary grades 


From the shambles of their house, with government help of $17.85, on 
the outskirts of the city, the shack was rebuilt, measuring 10 ft. x 
20 ft. and a separate 7 ft. x 10' kitchen adjoining. Materials are 
woven palm leaf and floors of beaten earth. To the stove and one bed 
have been added another bed, a divan, a table and four chairs. Now 
their debt has been cleared but neither do they have any savings. 


Van is in 5th class of public school with hours from 1l a.m. to 2 p.m., 

doing well in her favorite subject, arithmetic, and average in all 

others. Out of school, she does all the housework and cooking while 

her mother and sister are out and she, too, is laying the foundation 

for a trade. She is learning to embroider those lovely patterns on 

the wool uppers for wooden clogs. She is busy and active throughout

Dear Foster Parent: 


We know how anxious you are about your Vietnamese Foster Child 
caught in the present conflict. Many of you have written or phoned 
us requesting news. 


The latest letter from our Director in Saigon, dated March 4, in- 
dicates that we have been able to get in touch with most of the 4,300 
families we have been helping in the Saigon area. The 2,000 families 
in the provinces have not yet been reached since the Viet Cong offen- 
sive during the Tet holidays in early February. Our staff is doing 
everything it can to find our families, a great many of whom have had 
their homes damaged or destroyed. A grant of 1,000 piastres ($8.55) 
from PLAN's Special Services Fund is being made to each of these home- 
less families. This is just an initial extra to cover first emergency 
needs until we see what each family's longer range needs will be. 

Miuch more tragic, many PLAN children have suffered the loss of a parent 
or brother or sister. As our Saigon office informs us of such losses, 
we shall notify each Foster Parent concerned. 


Director Elizabeth Brown writes from Saigon that PLAN is there to 
help, and surely Foster Parents will bear with us. She says that her 
office cannot get information about each Foster Child as soon as our 
Foster Parents would like, but everything possible is being done. 


We share with you the fervent hope that the children we have not 
heard from, as well as their families, are safe, and that when the 
situation is stabilized to any extent we can continue our operation 
on a more normal basis.
